THIEF AT EXCLUSIVE DANCE.

The other declared that 
it was an outrage, as he was an invited 
guest, known to several members of the 
club, who must be é¢qually affronted by 
the affront put upon him, 

He consented finally, however, to be- 
ing searched, and with the other New

The handbag was not found and the 
men left the dance immediately.

SON OF DICKENS — 
DIES AT THE ASTOR 


Tennyson's Namesake Expires 
There of Acute Indigestion, 
After a Brief Illness. 


‘ 


HERE ON A LECTURING TOUR 


Dictated Letters anda Telegram Only 
a Short Time Before He 
Fell Back Dying. 


Alfred Tennyson Dickens, eldest surviv- 
ing son of Charles Dickens, and godson of 
his father’s intimate friend, Lord: Tenny- 
son, died at 56:.5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, after a few hours’ illness, in his 
apartment at the Hotel Astor. Acute indi- 
gestion was the cause of death and he 
died without realizing the seriousness of 
the attack. 

Mr: Dickens was suddenly taken ill in 
the lobby of the hotel about noon, just 
as he was making preparations to leave 
for-Kingston, N:-Y., where he was to give 
his--lecturé on “‘My Father’s Life and 
Works" last night. He was conscious to 
the end and one of the last things he did 
was to dictate a letter to his daughter in 
Australia, in which he referred to his ill- 
ness, which he said had made necessary 
the cancelling of the Kingston lecture, 

“T trust that I will not have to cancel 
another engagement,” he added. 

He also dictated a telegram, which 
was sent to the manager of the house 
in Kingston at which he was to have 
lectured, expressing the hope that he 
would be able to fill the engagement at 
a later date. He was to have taken a 
prominent part in the celebration here of 
the one hundredth anniversary of his 
father’s birth in February. 

A Distinguished Group. 

Shortly before his death Mr. Dickens 
told friends he was anxious to see a 
photograph taken in Indianapolis last 
Friday at.the home of James Whitcomb 
Riley, the Hoosier poet. It was a group 
photograph of Mr. Dickens, Mr. Riley, 
and Meredith Nicholson, the novelist. The 
morning of that day Mr. Dickens had 
lectured before the Indiana State Teach- 
ers’ Association, after which he was the 


guest of Mr. Riley until he left for New 
York early that night. 

Arriving in New York on Saturday aft- 
ernoon, Mr. Dickens told several of his 
friends that he was not feotiog very well, 
but thought the illness nothing serious, 
and on Sunday went to Pelham, where he 
was the est of a 
cousin. e returned to the Astor on 
Monday morning, and during the day 
consulted: Dr. 8. 8. Burt, the hotel te 
sician, who prescribed for him.

Made Himself Popular. 


William C. Glass, who was Mr. Dick- 
ens’s manager, arrived at the hotel a few 
minutes after his death. Hvery one asso- 
ciated with Mr. Dickens in his American 
tour, he said, had learned to like the 
kindly son of the great novelist, and Mr. 
Dickens, on his part, had formed a strong 
age for America and his friends 

ere. 

“Only a few nights ago,” said Mr. 
Glass, “we were talking of the United 
States. It was Mr. Dickens’s first visit, 
and he had enjéyed every minute of it. 
He told me that, in his opinion, America 
and Australia were the greatest coun- 
tries in the world, and added, with that 
charming humor of his, that ‘it’s a pity 
they are not hitched up together.’ 

“He had been studying America and 
its peopte all the time he was here, and 
everywhere he went he found something 
new in our life that interested him. .In 
Boston he made a reference in one of his 
chats with friends to the ankles of the 
Boston women. We arrived in Boston 
on Oct. 9, and it was pouring rain. Mr. 
Dickens was asked what he thought of 
Boston, and he answered that his, obser- 
vations up to that time had been confined 
to.a sea of. umbrellas and the ankles of 
the women, and referring to the latter 
he said, with a twinkle in his eye, ‘and 
the beefy ones seem to predominate.’ 

“This remark of Mr. Dickens was pub- 
lished all over the country. 
kept busy explaining that it 
good-natured joke. 

Admired the Hoosier Poet. ‘ 

“He was @ great admirer of James 
Whitcomb Riley, and his afternoon with 
him last week was one of the cherished 
memories of his American tour. He and 
the Hoosier Poet had a great time to- 
gether, and Mr. Dickens never met a man 
who could talk more delightfully of the 
career of his famous father than could 
Mr. Riley.”’ 

Mr. Dickens arrived in Boston from 
England early in October and began his 
American tour at Lowell, Mass., on Oct. 

His tour had carried him as far west 
as Denver and he was booked up to June, 
after which he was to have gone to Eng- 
land for another tour and then to South 
Africa. He expected to return to his 
home in Australia in about two years.

Lou Payne and Other Bosses, Absent

ALBANY; Jan. 2—With a lot of the 
old-time. party. bosses looking on and ex-~ 
Pressing approval by loud applause, the 
Republican Assembly caucus to-night 
nominated Hdwin A. Merritt,.Jr., of St. 
Lawrence as the majority candidate for 
Speaker. The progressive oppositiog to 
Mr. Merritt had gone to pieces hours be- 
fore the caucus was called to order, partly 
from the lack of. proper leadership. His 
rival for Speakership honors, Charles -A. 
Defia of the Twenty-seventh (New York) 
District, received only 10 votes to the 87 
cast for Mr. Merritt. After the result 
had. been announced Mr. Dana arose’and 
moved that the vote be made unanimous, 
This was done amid great applause, 

It was an all-around victory for the Old 
Guard element in the Republican organ- 
ization.: Not only aid this element have 
its way in naming the next Speaker of the 
Assembly, but Frederick W. Hammond 
of Syracuse, who has been closely. allied 
with the Hendricks machine in Onondaga 
County, was made the Republican can- 
didate for Clerk of the lower house. The 
vote for Mr. Hammond stood 66 to 83, 
but was made unanimous also.

The candidate who had gathered most

WHITMAN IS 10 SIFT. 
CORRIGAN CHARGES 


Intends to Submit What Facts 
He Learns of Unchecked Vice 
and Crime to Grand Jury. 


BITING RETORT FROM WALDO 


Says Corrigan Should Know Tender- 
loin, as He Lived at Haymarket ‘Own- 
er’s Home—‘A Lie,’ Says Magistrate. 


District Attorney Whitman said yester- 
day that he would investigate the state- 
ments made by Magistrate Corrigan, that 
vice and crime are still unchecked in this 
city, and that Commissioner Waldo had 
proved himself unequal to the situation, 

“If I find that Magistrate Corrigan’s 
charges were based on facts,” said Mr. 
Whitman, “‘I wilt submit the matter to 
the Grand Jury:” d 

Commissioner Waldo was ‘besieged by 
reporters seeking a reply to Judge Corri- 
gan’s charges... He considered the subject 
for a long time, and then’ answered by 
making a counter attack. 

“Why discuss police conditions,’: he 
asked, ‘‘ with a man of Corrigan’s char- 
acter? It is admitted that he should have 
some intimate and personal knowledge of 
Tenderloin conditions. His residence un- 
til recently was at the home of the keeper 
of the Haymarket—a Tenderloin resort. 

** His pal,. Boston Charley, the opium 
seller and Chinatown ex-dive keeper, was 
a few weeks ago sentenced to prison, 
carrying with him Corrigan’s pistol per- 
mit. A’ man is known by his associa- 
tions.” 

When @ reporter of - THe Times called at 
Police Headquarters late in the afternoon 
he found the Commissioner in a non-com- 
mittal mood. He read the statement just 
quoted and said it was correct and that 
he had nothing more to say. 

“I positively will not talk any further 
about the matter,” he said. 

It was pointed out to him that Mr. Cor- 
rigan had made a number of definite 
charges—that the city is wide open, that 
vice and crime are unrestrained, that all 
of the good detectives are on patrol duty, 
and implied that the Commissioner him- 
self was not doing his duty. 

“You appear to admit the truth of Mr. 
Corrigan’s charges,’ the Commissioner 
was told, “when you say that he has 
knowledge of Tendefloin conditions.” 


**I didn’t mean it that way,’ said the 
Commissioner. 


Corrigan’s Short Retort. 


At his club last night Mr. Corrigan 
read the statement of the Commissioner 
declaring that. until recently he lived at 
the home of the keeper of the Haymarket. 

“That is @ lig," said Mr. ‘Corragan. 

He was asked if he had anything to adq. 
to -his .staroment given to {his newspaper- 
on Monday concerning conditions in the 
city. 2 

“TI: have said enough for the presént,’’ 
he replied. “There is nothing to. be 
gained in calling names. I am a Judge, 
Sworn to perform certain duties, and those 
duties I shall perform no matter whom 
I offend. I see crime and vice increasing 
in this city, I ‘see tne police in a de- 
moralized condition, and at their head a 
man unable te cope with the situation, 
and I call public attention-to the facts. 
For this I am subjected ta _an attack 
upon. my private charatter. That is no 
reply to the accusations I havé made, and 
which still hold good until they are dis- 
proved, ) . 

“IT shall not permit. Mr.; Waldo to be- 
cloud. the situation by dragging me into a 
personal controversy that is forel to 
the, subject. When the matter of the 
charges I have made are disposed of I 
may be willing to: discuss other matters 
with Mr. Waldo, but not until then. Mr. 
Waldo may be under the impression that 
by throwing mud at me he will. be able 
to avoid facing conditions, but if he has 
any._such idea he might as well rid his 
mind of it at once. This matter will have 
to be thrashed out and it will be thrashed 
out in public. The methods that obtain in 
the Police Department to do everything in 
secret will not avail here.” 

Inquiry was made at one of the most 
famous private detective agencies yester- 
day concerning conditions in this city.- 
One of the detectives said that the busi- 
ness of the agency had increased more 
than 50 per cent. during the last nine 
months. Asked as to the reason ‘for this 
he hazarded the opinion that it was be- 
cause the people were losing faith in the 
ability. of the police to give them ade- 
quate protection. 


Turning to Private Detectives. 


“The city is not in good shape,” said 
the detective. ‘‘ There are so many cases 
of robbery, assault, and burglary that 
many of the people, rich enough to af- 
ford it, are turning to private enterprises. 
for protection. There is no other expla- 
nation.”’ 


One of the best-informed men in this 
city concerning pepe conditions, who 
for many.years held a public place of 
importance in this county,. cohsented to 
talk providing his name was not used.

SAYS CHINESE MARTS BECKON. 


Republic Offers Fine Field for Amer- 
ican Trade, Says Chinaman Here. 


Looking out on a street decked with 
blue and red dragonless flags of the Re- 
public of China and crowded with China- 
men shivering with the new freedom of 
queuelessness, Sien Sang K. F. Pang, 
President of the K. F. Pang Company of 
11 Doyers Street, declared yesterday that 
the change that’ came over Chinatown on 
New Year's Day but paralleled the 
awakening that had come over the Cel- 
estial Kingdom itself; from which he*has 
just returned; that China has awakened 
suddenly and completely from her sleep 
of centuries, and that Americans, who 
think her still to be sleeping and fail to 
utilize the splendid opportunity for seizing 
the trade of China. were themselves 
“asleep and slow—too slow for the China- 
man.”’ 

Even as he was speaking a countryman 
of Mr. Pang darted into the shop, and, in- 
stead of greeting him in his own language 
and shaking his own hand in welcome, 
grabbed Mr. Pang’s olive-colored right 
hand in a crunching grip and exclaimed in 
shrill-and Chino-American English: 
‘\Hello, Pang, old man! Fine time you 
had} I bet!” 

Mr. Pang returned from China on Mon- 
day after a six months’ tour of ‘his native 
land on a visit of business inspection, He 
had left a Uninatown slumbering under 
the yellow haze of the ancient dragon 
of stagnation. He returned to a China- 
town all a-flutter with revolutionary 
flags, and to Chinamen striding about 
proudly, clad in complete occidental cos- 
tume and gazing into shop windows 
where hung pictures of khaki-uniformed, 
closely shorn rebel soldiers, charging 
madly against Chinese imperial towers 
that still flew the dragon flag, but at 
whose base lay scores of slain Chinese 
soldiers, with long queues still attached to 
their much-lamented heads. 

Everybody is for the revolution,” said 
Mr. Pang yesterday. “ Everybody, man, 
woman, and child. They all hurrah for 
the Republic. I saw them doing it in 
Hong Kong, in Canton, in Fu Chow, all 
over! Everywhere people go around 
eee queues.

Paris Hears English Captive Alded 
Him—Files Sent In Books.

PARIS, Jan. 2.—Capt. Lux is the hero 
of the hour. Such extraordinary en- 
thusiasm has been evoked by his @ar- 
ing escape from the grim citadel of 
Grath that he has been ordered to re- 
frain from accepting any demonstration 
of any kind, and has been given to 
understand that he had better quit |

Accordingly the Captain left here to- 
day incognito on a week’s leave. 

The French Government is somewhat 
embarrassed by the incident, and the 
Minister of War let it be understood to- 
day that he received Capt. Lux only 
in his private capacity on New Year's 
Day, as he had known him before his 
arrest. 

Although during the past two. days.a 
host of réporters and admirers liter- 
ally besieged his brother's modest 
domicile, Capt. Lux refused to see or 
talk to anyone. His present where- 
abouts is unknown. 

According to a rumor circulating in 
Paris to-night it was really thanks to 
the help of Capt. Trench, an Engiish- 
man undergoing a sentence for espion- 
age in the same fortress, that Capt! 
Lux succeeded in making good his 
escape. , 


PARIS, Jan. 2.—Gen. Messimy, the Min- 
ister of War, has forbidden Capt. Lux, 
who recently escaped from the Fortress 
of Gratz in Prussia, where he was serv- 
ing a term of six years imprisonment for 
espionage, to accept a testimonial, pro- 
jected by a newspaper, as a gift from 
the people of France.

cosely, goes on to inform its readers 
that foreign observers of British. pol- 
itics have always refused to take the 
Chancellor seriously; and. concludes its 
editorial by a. reference to the fable 
of the frog, which tried to be a bull, 
and ®urst. 

This editorial is symptomatic of the 
times: There is a-story current of an 
Englishman returning” home. after..a 
long absence abroad and hearing the 
present British ‘monarch spoken of as 
King George. “What! Is King Edward 
Dead?” he exelaims, “(and has that 
blighter Lloyd-George succeeded him?” 

The story is not so highly exaggerat- 
ed as might be supposed at first blush. 
Ask any London editor why so little 
space is being givens to reports of 
King George’s Indian trip, and he will 
frankly tell you it is because there 
is so little public interest in his Majes- 
ty. The same editor will print a column 
about Mr. Lloyd-George and cut a 
report about the King to a quarter of 
a column in order to make room for 
the Chancellor story.

Resolu- 
tions presented last night, and‘ which ‘will 
probably be adopted, review at length the 
present; condition ef artists and the 
methods of exhibitions in ‘this city, and 
while the name of no society is men- 
tioned it will not be hard for any one 
familiar with the situation to gather that 
the aim of the movement is to build up a 
society-that will give the artists who are 
not members of the Academy, and in 
some cases heartily opposed to the meth- 


their work under conditions of as much 


dignity and as good a name as the Aca- 
demicians now enjoy. 

One of the most important of the aims 
of the American Painters and Sculptors 
is to erect a building in New York, where 
exhibitions can be-given and. which will 
not be dominated by any school of art or 
any group of artists. In this they are 
openly at war with the Academy of De- 
sign. The plans of the latter society for 
a $200,000 building have long been known, 
and the efforts of the society to get a site 
in Central Park brought about a long and 
bitter controversy three years ago. 

The leader in that opposition among the 
artists in New York was Gutzon Borglum 
the sculptor, who organized the Central 
Park Preservation Committee and fought 
the artists from the inside, while many 
newspapers and civic bodies vigorously 
opposed the plan from without. Mr. Bor- 
glum is the Vice President of the new 
American Painters and Sculptors. 

The proposals of the new society for a 
building will probably be made known a 
little later on, but it may now. be stated 
that the plan will provide for a building 
at least as fine as the Academy of De- 
sign proposes. It will be built at some 
desirable point in this city, but certainiy 
not in any park. It will not be conduct- 
ed as the private property of any society

GIVES WARNING TO RUSSIA. 


St. Petersburg Editor Criticises Pro- 
posed Reprisals Against United States. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2.—The Rossia 
to-morrow will publish an article criti- 
cising the proposed reprisals against the 
United States as premature and over- 
hasty. It says that Russia must wait 
until the United States frames proposals 
to ascertain if these prove unacceptable. 
The declaration of the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1832, did not indicate that the 
question of the Jews constituted the rea- 
son for such abrogation.

By act of Congress this 
fr@4 éntryTis ‘epScifically: given to .the- 
named products coming withqut export 
restrictions from Canada. In denying the 
claims of the other countries under the 
terms of their treatles the Treasury De- 
partment explains-that many. intricate de- 
tails-are involved, and suggests that the 
interested shippers seek redress through 
the Court of Customs Appeals. 

Though to-day’s formal announcement 
of the refusal of the demands came from 
the Treasury Department: the question has 
been under the personal supervision of the 
President.- On the many-legal. points in- 
volved he has. consulted. the. Attorney 
General, while*the Secretary: of State has 
had as’ muchto’do -with the ‘final deci- 
sion as ‘has the-Sfecretary'‘of-the Treas-+ 
ury. ‘The truth of the matter: is that the 
technical decision given out to-day is 
construed simply as a political move, The 
Administration has refused to assume re- 
sponsibility for free trade with the world 
in the articles at issue, and has simply 
directed that the-complaining - foreign 
shippers take their cases to the ordinary 
channels for settling customs disputes, 

No one here doubts that. the . court 
will find that the nations making the de- 
mand are entitled to free“entry; and the 
duties that shall. have been» meanwhile 
collected from them will be remitted. 
Only two arguments have been advanced 
for refusing this free entry. One is that 
Section. If. of the Reciprocity act with 
Canada, which grants the free entry to 
the ‘Dominion, was never intended as a 
separate act, but merely as a vart.of the 


reciprocity provision. But that argument 
loses all farce since the Treasury Depart- 
ment has actually put the section in force 
without reciprocal concessions from Can- 
ada. As to the effectiveness of that sec- 
tion the department said this afternoon 
there can be no appent.

The letter ‘then contained special in- 
structions as-to shipments to the. cities 
of.

The letters also flatly refuted the state- 
ment of Henry Veeder on the witness 
stand that no meetings of the packers to 
fix prices, and. apportion -business were 
held between April, 1897, and January, 
1898, when a “statistical bureau’’ was 
maintained to compife records of meat 
shipped and prices obtained at different 
points, Miles, who severed his connection 
with ,the Armour interests in..1903,. will, 
it is said, be one of the star witnesses 
for the Government. 


Reghlating Shipments. 


One .of the letters, dated June 29, 1897, 
read in part: : 


Dear Sir: 
that each’ party will not ship during the 
current week in excess of shipments agreed 
upon for last week. 

Boston: At this point it was agreed that 
each party in interest will not ship during 
the current week in excess of his proportion 
of a total shipment of 100 cars, basing such 
proportion on the average of weekly ship- 
ments ‘to Boston forthe eight weeks end- 
ibe June 26, 1897.

The letter contained’ directions limiting 
the total shipments for the week of June 
29, 1807. to 22,277,023 pounds of fresh 
meat, of which 2,000,000 went to Boston 
and 712,912 to Pittsburgh. 

Several similar letters were introduced 
by the Government, and it was pointed out 
that they were all unsigned and in the 
form in which Henry Veeder testified the 
packers’ letters were written. 

After Mr. Butler had questioned Henry 
Veeder, Seeretary of the packers’ pools, 
regarding the details of the combinations 
from May, 1893, to July 1,.1902, when the 
witness said the last fresh meat pool dis- 
solved and he» sevéred his connections 
with, the packers, the Government attor- 
ney sprang a surprige on the defendants 
by reading the letters and offering them 
in evidence.

ficult Becauée.of Lack of Adequate 
Statute, Says Col. Corneil. 


FOR NEW AUTO LAW 


Vehicular traffic killed 423 persons. and 
injured 2,004 Others in the streets of this 
ity in 1911, according to the annual rer 
port of the National Highways Protect- 
ive Association, which was made public 
yesterday.< This.is an increase of 18 per 


cent. over the fatalities of 1910, when 
876 persons. were killed and injured, 
*the report ‘states. or on nee 

Cal. Edward 8. Cornell, the Secretary of 
the association, complained yesterday 
that to arrest and punish adequately 
frivers and owners of; recklessly driver 
vehicles was becom increasingly dif- 
ficult. The “Appellate Division's recent 
decision againgt the constitutlonality of 
the statute requiring a ‘driver to ‘stop 
and give his'name in the event of acci- 
dent has discouraged the prosecutin of 
reckless drivers by their victims and by 
the authorities, Col. Cornell said. 

“In 1911 sixty automobile chauffeurs, 
according to our, .records,, have run 
away,” said Col. Cornell yesterday, “ and 
left their victims 6ead or injured 'in- the 
street, thus escaping identification. The 
Worst month was Deceniher.. There were 
4 twenty-three automobile futglities during 

December alone. 

"There were 142 deaths and 1,021 in- 

juries due. to: automobiles tn 10911, un in- 
crease of 38 per eent,:over.1910. Trolley 
cars killed 109-persons and injured 604 
persons... Wagons killed 172 persons and 
caused serious injury to 808. Many wa- 
gon accidénts, of course; are never re- 
orted, while, becatse of the license num- 
er, accidents in connéction with auto- 
mobiles are reported in. almost. every 
case. Public taxicabs caused the death 
of only 4 persons throughout the entire 
year.”’ ' 

Of the 376 persons killed by. vehicles in 
this city in, 1910, 183 were children under 
16° years of age, according to the asso- 
clation’s figures. Of these children 54 


.| were killed by autos, 33 by trolleys, and 


by wagons. “More adults but fewer 
children were killed by vehteles in 1911. 
The number of children killed by vehicles 
decreased 7 per cent.

Hunt did not drink on the voyage, but 
that he was in great mental distress. 

“Mr. Hunt shared <a stateroom with 

me,” said Mr. Stead. -‘* We left Liverpool 
on Saturday, Dec. 28, and he seemed to 
be in a normal condition until the night 
before Christmas, when he came to the 
room and began mumbling.. I remember 
that he sat on the floor, partly disrobed, 
and began unpacking his valise. He took 
from it three photographs and bégan talk- 
ing as if to the pictures in a mumbling 
tone, following this with an oath and 
throwing them back into the bag. 
. “That night he kept on his:collar and 
tie, but fn the morning he dressed him- 
self properly and went. to breakfast. I 
saw him several times that day, and he 
‘|came to dinner. He Was uncommunica- 
tive, but this I attributed to his‘ being 
away from home and friends on Christ- 
mas. I never saw him after that dinner. 
Several of the other passengers noticed 
him in the smoking room as: late as 7 
o'clock, I believe.” 

When it was reported to the officers of 
the Saxonia that Mr. Hunt was missing 
a thorough search of the ship was made, 
and when the fear that he had gone over- 
board was confirmed, Purser Hodgson 
took*charge of his effects, which will be 
turned: over to his relativcs by thé Cu- 
nard Line.

“Did any of the lawyers you questioned 
aisagree with you?” was asked. 

“*No, I have affidavits from them all, 
and if you wish to verify it, see Samuel 
Untermyer,~ Louis Marshall, De Lancey 
Nicoll, or Mr. Hershfeld of Hershfeld & 
Wolf. They all say that Mr, Hyde cannot 
get a fair trial, and any right-thinking 
man would agree with them, as it is im- 
possible to get- a jury in this county 
which would not be prejudiced before it 
entered the jury box.” 

The four men mentioned by Mr. Steuer 
told a Times reporter last night that they 
lad signed a written siatement, along 
with several others, to the effect that 
they belicved there was a prejudice in 
the minds of persons in New York County 
against Mr. Hyde. 

"The original application for a change of 
venue was accompanied by an affidavit 
from Israel Tilden, Jr., a law vlerk, who 
quoted about 300 business men in various 
parts of the county as being convinced 
of Mr. Hyde's guilt. Assistant District 
Attorney John K, Clark announced yes- 
terday that up to date he had received 
108 denials from men quoted by Tilden. 

It also became known yesterday that 
Tilden filed a similar affidavit for David 
A, Sullivan, former President of the Me- 
chanics and Traders’ Bank in Brooklyn, 
who based his mation for a more of 
- aosnpatne on the same ground that Mr 
oes 
The Tilden affidavit in the case .of Mr. 
Sullivan, who is under indictment .for 
making a false report to the Banking De- 
partment, was discovered yesterday by a 
reporter, who showed it to District Attor- 
ney Whitman, who said: 

“Why, in some parts the quotations 
used are exactly the same as in Tilden’s 
affidavit accompanying Hyde's. applica- 
tion. For instance, he says that some 
one says ‘ Sullivan: ought. to: be hung;’ 
which is exactly what some one was 
quoted as saying about Hyde.”’ 

In the Sullivan case, Supreme Court 
Justice Kapper.of Brooklyn, WGenying the 
motion for a change of venue, said: 

**T have given this motion the. care 
which its importance demanded, but after 
reading and considering the voluminous 
papers submitted by the defendant I find 
mvself unable to coriclude that in this 
la. xe county, with a population of over 
a m¥iion and a half, where jurors are se- 
lected by competent pwblic officers, with 
care and. due regard to their qualifica- 
tions, a jury of fair-minded and reason- 
able men cannot be obtained who will de- 
termine the question of guilt or innocence 
of the defendant upon the evidence, and 
upon the evidence alone.”’ 

Justice Kapper added that Tilden’s affi- 
davit could not be taken as showing a 
general feeling against the defendant. 

Mr. Whitman did not appear at all upset 
yesterday morning when the stay granted 
by Justice Stapleton was served on him 
and Justice Davis, in the Criminal Branch 
of thé Supreme Court. He explained that 
Justice Davis could vacate the stay at 
any time. He said he was busy preparing 
his argument on the Hyde motion for a 
change of venue. 

Mr. Hyde appeared before Justice Sta- 
pleton of Brooklyn in person and submit- 
ted .a long affidavit in which he set 
forth that he could not obtain a fair trial 
in either Kings County: or New York 
County dwing to the attacks made against 
him by the newspapers and submitted 
Tilden’s affidavit as a fair example of the 
feeling against him in this city

“ He (Hyde) shows that, for many 
months otto or to, and subsequent to the 
indictment, by ‘vehement language and 
opprobrious caricature; a powerful, widely 
circulated, earnestly read, ingenious, and 
enterprising press has exercised its lib- 
erty in execrating him. 

‘“‘He further shows that investigation 
by inquiries made of various persons. in 
many different localities in many diverse 
callings, shows that a prejudice exists 
against him. 

“In this case the right to apply for a 
change of place in trial was valueless 
without a stay. The stay was as im- 
portant as the right to apply for a re- 
moval of the action: ‘The latter right 
is absolute, while the former is dependent 
upon the discretion of the Judge. 

*“* Notwithstanding the pendency of the 
motion (for a change of venue) the Dis- 
trict Attorney on Dec. 29, 1911, served a 
notice on the defendant that the action 
against him would be moved for trial on 
Jan. 2, 1912.

THE WATER. WAGON: 

Statisticians differ as to the amount 
of alcoholic liquor consumed’in New 
York in the small hours of Jan. 1, in 
the form of libations to the New Year, 
Figures, however, are misleading in 
measuring what is politely called con- 
viviality. To one man a quart of cham- 
pagne may be less disturbing than a 
glassful or two to another. . The ‘cer- 
tainty is that many persons of both 
sexes, Who account themselves respect- 
able and.are generally accounted so by 
their neighbors, drank more of intoxi- 
cants than was good for their health 
New Year's Eve, and, In consequence, 
the next day resolvéd to drink no more. 
Similarly, countless hundreds of our 
fellow-citizens, having felt that the 
habitual use and abuse of liquor in 1911 
had tended to make them poorer in 
pocket or feebler in health, or both, 
climbed, in the popular phrase, upon 
the water wagon the morning of New 
Year’s Day. 

Now, that water wagon is the most 
uncertain and the least effective as a 
means of transportation of all the 
imaginary vehicles of legend from the 
chariot of Phoebus to the Deacon's 
one-horse shay. It is harder to sit 
upon than a circus mule. As soonas 
we hear of a man getting upon it we 
are confident that we shall presently 
hear that he has fallen off. The chief 
quality of the water wagon is its pub- 
licity. ‘Nobody ever sees the contriv- 
ance, but it is heard about contin- 
ually. 

People who proclaim their New Year 
resolutions, in other words, rarely abide 
by them. There is no good.reason why 
reforms should begin with the new 
year. The time is always ripe for 
reformation. The man who really 
means to stop drinking, or using to- 
bacco, or swearing, or growling at the 
children and servants, will be likely to 
keep his own counsel about the change. 
His family and friends will soon note 
the reform if it is honest and perma- 
nent. The water wagon is a delusion. 
It is easy to do evil in company, but 
to do good one must rely on himself, 
chiefly, must cultivate al] his inherent 
strength of mind, and suffer, if he need 
suffer, in-silence. ‘Swearing off” is 
@ pretty poor form of social diversion. 

‘It is likely that much the same folks 


‘|who made all the noise and drank all 


the champagne and beer last Sunday 
night and Monday morning (or the 
survivors among them) will be in the 
crowd of roysterers to say farewell 
with similar demonstrations to 1912. 
A comparatively few unusually sensi- 
ble persons in the course of the year 
will discard bad habits, but not with 
public demonstration. The ancient, 
familiar, yet elusive and intangible 
water wagon will be on hand, as usual, 
next New Year’s Day, the same throng 
will board it, with loud acclaim, and 
soon fall off, cheerfully, in the same 
old way.

“The city is in very bad shapé,” 
said Magistrate CorrIGAN in the inter- 
view with him reported in Tum Times 
yesterday, “and I see no hope of any 
improvement.”

“BEARS” AS BENEFACTORS. 

Attorney General WICKERSHAM, em- 
barking for Panama at New Orleans, 
where cotton “bears” are regarded as 
public enemies, was asked why he did 
not prosecute them instead of the cot- 
ton “ bulls.” reply he said “it 
would be hard to show how the de- 
pressing of the price of cotton would 
interfere with inter-State commerce; 
in fact,” he thought, “ the result would 
be the reverse of restraint.” 

It cannot be said that this answer 
is worthy of that profession which 
takes all knowledge for its province, 
in the words of one of the greatest of 
lawyers regarding himself. Mr. WickK-. 
ERSHAM seems to think that prices are 
advanced extravagantly only by over- 
buying, and that the result of over- 
Selling is to depress prices, and thus 
stimulate commerce. This might be 
the effect if buyers and sellers dealt 
only with their own property, and with 
what they either have in possession, 
or intend to take into physical control. 
It is otherwise when bulls and bears 
deal with other people’s property, buy- 
ing and eelling in anticipation of the 
intentions of the owners. 

“Bears” in cotton are those who 
sell cotton without possessing it, and 
in the expectation that the owners of 
what they sell will change their opin- 
fon of its value, and will sell in ac- 
cordance with the estimate of the 
“bears.” Cotton “ bears” do not make 
profits by selling what they do not 
own, but by buying what the owners 
sell them when they tardily take the 
same view of the market as the fore- 
handed .bears. Neither “bulls” nor 
“bears make profits when their mar- 
ket views are wrong, and either is as 
likely to be wrong as the other. When 
it happens that the “‘ bears” have sold 
on a wrong idea of the market their 
business plight is pitiful. ‘'Fhey. have 
sold other people’s property, and they 
must possess themselves of it at the 
owner’s price. There is a limit to a 
“bull's” profits, since it is a market 
commonplace that however prices rise 
they never reach the sky. Always there 
is a price at which owners will sell, 
but owners fix prices, not sellers of 
what they do not possess who are un- 
der compulsion to buy. 

The Attorney General’s error was in 
thinking of bears as sellers, and in not 
thinking of bears as compulsory buy- 
ers. It was the overselling of cotton 
which made it too dear to spin on the 
recent crop, and not the overbuying by 
those who could not afford to spin it. 
Exported cotton was brought back to 
this port to sell to the béars who had 
cornered themselves, and not to sell 
to spinners, who were not in the mar- 
ket, since they could not sell cloth 
made from cotton bought at the price 
of silk almost. And yet the cotton 
“ bears" were not such public enemies 
as the planters think them. It was the 
overselling of the bears and the result- 
ant exorbitant price which caused the 
large planting, and the present unprece- 
dented crop and, fall in this «year’s 
prices, it is true, but ‘only the planters 
think that an excess of cotton is a 
calamity, and want the “bears” pun- 
ished. There are two sides to every 
trade, as well as to every story, and 
the Government is at serfous risk of 
error whichever side it intervenes 
against. The market is the best arbi- 
ter of prices, and settles them better 
than any lawsuit, although it is not 
fashionable to think so.

To. reduce 
the amount of patronage available on 
the eve of a corivention and to urge 
on Congress over again previous rec- 
ommendations for a still wider and 
very sweeping reduction of patronage 
must seem to these gentlemen as 
crass folly as a‘ public man in. his 
senses could imagine and carry ont. 
Yet that is precisely what President 
Tart has done: On the eve of the new 
year, the President ‘announced that 
42,000 rural free delivery mail carriers 
are placed.under the merit system, and 
at the same time are ordered to’ ab- 
stain from any political activity, with 
& view to carrying nominating con- 
ventions or primaries or influencing 
voters in the use of the suffrage. This 
means that these 42,000 places will not 
be used to reward or induce political 
service in the interest of Mr. Tart or 
any one else, and the incumbents of 
those places will not be allowed to 
“work for” Mr. Tart or any one else 
in politics, Roughly speaking and re- 
garding general averages alone, this is 
a deliberate surrender of over a hun- 
dred workers with special means for 
effective political activity fn every Con- 
gressional district in the country. 








SHERIFF HARBURGER’S WOMEN 
DEPUTIES. 

Unless Sheriff Harsurcer, who is 
renowned, we believe, as a jester, is 
having a little fun with the newspapers 
and the female sex, New York County 
will have a large number of women 
serving as Special Deputy Sheriffs 
this year. The Sheriff is no woman 
suffragist, but he seems to believe that 
women can serve as well as men in 
much of the work assigned to special 
deputies. Some of a Deputy Sheriff's 
work is hard and disagreeable. But 
the Woman in Possession when a shop 
or a home is to be sold out would. be 
as effective, probably, as the tradition- 
al Man in Possession. She could up- 
hold the authority of the law, and su- 
perintend the sad work of selling out 
just as well. And there are countless 
duties special deputies have to per- 
form which women accustomed to 
working. for their living would find 
unobjectionable, less arduous than 
running a sewing machine nine or ten 
hours a day, scrubbing floors, or bend- 
ing over an ironing board. 

We do not infer that the ladies 
named by the Sheriff yesterday will 
consent to serve as deputies, but if: Mr, 
HARBURGER is not joking he can find 
plenty of honest, willing women, with 
sufficient powers of endurance and 
good judgment to fill the small places 
he has to offer. Work at fair re- 
muneration would thus be provided 
for widows and spinsters, but a like 
number of eager men would be de- 
prived of jobs. It seems a dubious ex- 
periment, somewhat revolutionary, and 
likely to cause much dissent in the 
Tammany camp. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


While it will be dif. 
ficult or impossible to 
get any great number 
of people excited 
over, or even inter- 
ested in, the question of school ventila- 
tion, that will not be because the ques- 
tion lacks importance, but” because the 
importance, for various reasons, lacks 
general realization.. Perhaps the strongest 
of the reasons lies in the fact that for 
innumerable generations our ancestors; in 
building their houses, thought first about 
safety from outside attack and next and 
almost last about warmth. They didn’t 
want to bé murdered or robbed, and they 
didn’t want to freeze, so they came, not 
unnaturally, to think that the house that 
best protected them from those misfor- 
tunes was’ a good house. 

Unfortunately, the safest and warmest 
houses are houses with few openings to 
the outer air and with the best facilities 
for closing those openings during much 
of the day and all of the night. We have 
thus developed a toleration of bad air and 
an immunity from its effects that are 
from one point of view very precious pos- 
sessions, Continuous life in the open at 
natural temperature 4s incompatible with 
meeting many of civilization’s require- 
ments, and the races that must live so or 
die are miserable savages and most of 
them hopeless prisoners in or near the 
tropics. 

But even our toleration and immunity 
are not complete, and, however rapidly 
we have progressed While spending much 
of our time'in bad air, we could have gone 
much further had we learned how to venti- 
late our houses, shops, factories, and: most

But now New Rochelle is planning to 
give like honor, and more, th FREDERIC 
REMINGTON, who during all the years he 
lived there was undoubtedly the man 
whose work was known, and for the best 
of reasons respected and admired, by 
more people in more countries than that 
of any other resident. That ig putting 
the case. very mildly, for RmgMINGTON 
was an artist—a redl artist certainly, 
and a great. one at least possibly, and 
beyond any question his pictures of In- 
dians and soldiers, of. horses, buffaloes, 
and other animals as he saw them in the 
Western life that has now so nearly 
passed .away for ever, are priceless 
* documents” as well as pictures which 
in critical no less than popular judgment 
are worthy of high praise, A-man less 
like PAINE in externals it would be im- 
possible to imagine, yet the two men 
weregat least remotely kin in a certain 
rebelliousness to the conventions of 
thought and deed: 

The street to be named for REMINGTON 
is that which runs beside, not in front 
of, the big yard in which his house still 
stands. The building at that corner of a 
station for the new electric railway may 
give something of importance to a street 
that now has none at all, but that seems 
not very probable, and perhaps a better 
idea would be to make the fronting ave- 
nue the Remington memorial, and to 
transfer the avenue’s present name, Web- 
ster, to the “place,” which is all that 
has been allotted to the dead artist. 

REMINGTON died In the very prime of 
his years and his powers, and probably 
his best work, both as a painter and a 
sculptor, was still to come. He had al- 
ready done much, however, and the most 
that New Rochelle can do in his honor 
will not. be too much—or more than her 
own requires.

Every reporter who 
described in yester- 
day’s newspapers the 
celebration by the, 
New York Chinese of 
the establishment, or rather the proclama- 
tion, of a Chinese republic, was more 
amused than impressed by the proceedings 
and instinctively’ tried to make his nar- 
rative humorous: Why? 

Surely the event; with its momentous 
potentialitiés, all. unknown, was serious 
enough, and the Chinese themselves, are 
distinctively and peculiarly ‘a serious peo- 
ple. Yet all of them, and everything 
they do, strike most of us as somehow 
funny as well-as. ‘“queer.”’ 

The explanation of this mystery is prob- | * 
ably to be found in the fact that:of all 
races credited by us with any importance 
they are the most unlike ourselves, and 
unlikeness, when not alarming, almost 
always excites laughter. As often, when 
it is alarming, it excites disgust or horror, 
easily turned into hatred. Human beings 
are built that way. Our own ideas, habits, 
clothing, foods, beliefs, superstitions, seem 
to us to be decent, reasonable, and most 
of all natural. Everything else is 
“queer,” with the implication that it is 
absurd when it isn’t wicked, and inferior 
always. ~ 

Of course this attitude of mind is log- 
ically indefensible and ridiculously paro- 
chial, but it is probably protective, else 
would it not exist all over’ the world. 
Somehow it makes, or has made, for sur- 
vival. With the new conditions of to-day 
it is slowly giving place to a larger reali- 
zation that different ways are not neces- 
sarily wrong ways or even foolish ways. 

It might be well for us to let this read- 
justment, as. regards tle Chinese, be as 
rapid as circumstances will permit. There 
are a lot of them, and they may become

The Yale University Dramatic Associa- 
tion gave their annual Winter production 
last night at the Waldorf-Astoria after 
a Christmas tour of the country, the lon&- 
est ever made by any coiilcge dramatic 
association. The play last night was 
George Bernard Shaw's comedy, ‘ The 
Devil's Disciple,” which,»as a picture of 
New England in the days of the Revolu- 
tion, was creditably acted by the stu- 
dents. It will be given again to-night. 

There was a large and fashionable as- 
semblage in attendance, and the players 
received many curtain calis, while flowers 
were passed over the footlights to the 
“ actresses.” It is dn unwritten law of 
Yale dramatics that all: feminine roles 
must bé taken by men, and the leading 
lady is sometimes a husky member of one 
of the athletic squads. The feminine 
réles last night were so well cast, how- 
ever, that they added considerably to the 
merits of the production. 

The students each year select a repre- 
sentative play to suit a double standard. 
It must be of significance in the history 
of the stagé, aria good entertainment as 
well. ‘The Devil's ‘Disciple,’ which is 
ene of Shaw’s best pieces, from an act- 
ing point of view; has not been seen here 
for more than ten years. Richard Mans- 
field starred in it In 1897. The reading 
of a disputed will, an oppressed orphan 
finding a protector, the arrest of the 
wrong man, a court-martial, and 2 scaf- 
fold scene, ending with the inevitable 
eleventh-hour reprieve, are among the 
dramatic incidents of the play. A Colo- 
nial cupboard from Westbridge, N. H., 
the village where the scené is laid in 
1777, during Burgoyne’s campaign, was 
among other real properties which the 
Yale boys had assembled for their pro- 
duction.

EXPECTING NEW FINANCING 


Money Remains Easy—More Favor- 
able: Steel News, and Tariff Reduc- 
tlon Possibility Does Not Disturb. | 


It is customary to look for a good deal 
of corporation financing during January 
after the heavy disbursements of this 
month for interest and dividends become 
available for investment. There was much 
discussion yesterday of the probable ex- 
tent of this financing this year, and in 
some quarters the notable strength which 
the stock market displayed was - looked 
upon as, by way of preparation for this 
financing. Commission business among 
the brokerage houses seemed to have in- 
creased to some extent in yesterday's 
trading, but the support which the stock 
market, received was generally’ regarded 
as more concentrated than that which 
would have been furnished by a general 
public ‘buying movement. Yet circum- 
stances favor the advance, for the com- 
fort prevafling in’ the foreign _ Mar- 
kets and the relatively low renewal rate 
for call loans here showed that the turn- 
of-the-year was to be accompanied by no 
tightness. in money, and there was suf- 
ficient news of a favorable character, 
notably in respect to a continued inflow 
of orders in the steel trade, to encourage 
the forward movement in United States 
Steel. The advance of Steel to within half 
@ point of 70-favorably influenced stock 
market sentiment as a wholé. This was 
true despite the fact that the day’s in- 
formation included forecasts in the Wash- 
ington dispatches of the reduction in 
steel duties, which may be favored by the 
Democratic majority in the lower House. 
It has been contended in some trade 
quarters that the steel manufacturers of 
the country Were at present in a good po- 
sition to. meet any cut in the Steel tariff, 
and the action of,the Steel shares yes- 
terday, in the face of the suggestion from 
the National capital that existing steel 
duties would be reduced by at least 50 
per cent. seemed to bear out the further 
view that the stock market for the mo- 
ment at least was disposed to ignore the 
question of possible tariff revision. 
Among the financing operations which 
haye lately been discussed is a bond issue 
by the'City of New York. There having 
been no sale since last January, the bond 
market has been disposed to look for 
a new issue of city bonds very early in 
this year, but it is worth noting in this 
connection that the enactment of the so- 
called corporate stock note law has put 
the city’s finance department in a posi- 
tion to provide temporarily for the city’s 
requirements by short-term loans, and to 
put out an issue of bonds when in the judg- 
ment of the Controller this can be done 
to the best advantage. The city is now 
in a position, in other words, to place its 
bond issues when the market is best pre- 
pared to take them, instead of being ob- 
liged to put them out without regard to 
the condition of the bond market. There 
is quite a considerable amount of corpora- 
tion financing to be done for refunding 
purposes, which will be supplemented by 
issues for new undertakings to an 4mount 
which there is ho present way of estimat- 
ing.» Quite recently the bond market has 
moved in a direction which favors the 


successful flotation of new securities, and 
a continuance of this movement will 
greatly facilitate the task of providing 
for the necessary financing of the rail- 
roads and other corporations. 

With the advent of the New Year the 
surface traction properties of this ‘city 
are really entering upon a new period in 
their history, which is signalized by the 
reorganization of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway lines and of the Third Avenue 
Railroad. Under the Public Service Com- 
mission law, even though the courts have 
decided that the commission is not in- 
trusted with as extensive power over 
capital issues as the, commission original- 
ly claimed, there is much less opportunity 
for a repetition of abuses such as under- 
mined the credit of the surface lines in 
this city and eventually led to.the re- 


been relieved. This is true quite apart 
from any comparison which might be 
drawn between present and past, or pres- 
ent and future managements. There is 
ground in this for much real satisfaction.

Statement Backing President Delano 
Says Money Will Come If Physical 
Contro! is Left to Him. 


Expectations that no real contest would 
develép between the Equitable, or “ res- 
ular’’ committee representing bondhold- 
ers of the bankrupt Wabash Railroad, 
and the later Wallace, or ‘ independent,” 
committee, failed yesterday when the 
Wallace committee brought its fight out 
into the open in a statement in which it 
was implied, though not said, that George 
Gould must be :eliminated from the Wa- 
bash management ‘before the Wallace 
jecommittee “could lend {ts approval to any 
plan of reorganization. 

This was.evidently called forth by this 
paragraph ina circular recently sent to 
Wabash bondholders by the Equitable 
committee, of which Winslow S. Pierce is 
Chairman: 


The single object of the committee is the 
sound and independent reorganization of the 
Wabash Railroad Company in the interest 
of the holders of the first refunding and 
extensions mortgage bonds, and none of its 
members has any inconsistent. commitments 
or relations to- other properties or reorgani- 
zations. 


Those at all familiar with the ramifica- 
tions of the business at once construed 
the last part of the paragraph as a ref- 
erence to Jatnes N. Wallace, President of 
the Central. Trust Cotnpany. Mr. Wallace 
is-Chairman. of one of the Wabash-Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Protective Committees, as 
well as Chairman of the Wabash Bond- 
holders’ Committee.. Both the. Wallace 
and ‘Equitable committees are asking for 
the deposit of the Wabash 4s, and both 
of them have agreed to advance the inter- 
ést due Jdn. 1, on which the company has 
defaulted, 

Th Wallace Committee sent out this 
statement. last night: 

The Wabash Railroad to-day 4efaulted on 
the January interest of its refunding 4 per 
cent. bonds. We have issued a cali for the 
deposit of these bonds. We believe in the 
Wabash property, and it is our firm inten- 
tion to see that these bonds are made good. 
It is for that purpose. we have organized. 
To obtain this result, we believe that it is 
necessary that the interests responsible for 
the financial management of “the road in 
past years, which has-led to the present re- 
ceivership and this default, shall not, in the 
future, continue in control. 

In his last annual report, 
President of the road, said: 

** Every investigation of Wabash condi- 
tions, and there have been many by both 
interested and disinterested parties, confirms 
the statement that tne property as it stands 
has been well muintained, but that it might, 
if cagh were available for needed better- 
ments and improvements, greatly increase 
its earning capacity and decrease its oper- 
ating ratio. 

“The management of the property be- 
Iieves thorough:y in its future and sees the 
great advantages which would accrue by 
liberal expenditures for additions and bet-' 
terments to property and equipment, but it 
appears to be impracticable to finance such 
improvements at the present ‘time.’’ 

The statement concludes: 

If the able physical operation of the prop- 
erty under -Mr. Delano can continue, and 
if the financial control shall rest with those 
in whom the investing public have confi- 
dence, ample sums will be forthcoming to 
enable the Wabash Railroad not only to 
meet its present obligations, but to provide 
for future development which will enable 
it to increase its gross revenue per mile and 
to decrease its operating ratio.

ATWOOD PLANS OCEAN FLIGHT 


Proposes Newfoundland-Ireland Trip 
in Hydro-Aeroplane Next Spring. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Jan. 2.—It is reported here 
that Harry Atwood, the aviator, will at- 
tempt to fly across the Atlantic Ocean 
next Spring and that the plans for whe 
trip have been made. 

Atwood will leave from Newfoundland, 
and if successful land in Ireland. He 
will follow the path of ocean liners, and 
figures that the trip will take about 
thirty hours. A special hydro-aeroplane 
has been designed, of 150 horse power, 
for the journey. 

The distance from Newfoundland to 
Ireland, which Atwood has marked out, is 
2.450 miles. His machine will easily 
travel at sixty-five miles* per hour, so 
that if nothing goes wrong he can finish 
the flight in thirty hours. Atwood plans 
to start at 8 o’clock in the evening some 
day late next Spring. He figures that 
the chances are that everything will go 
right with his engine during the night, 
but if anything does go wrong he can 
alight on water and be sighted by a pass- 
ne liner. 

e will carry all the food necessary in 
his pockets. He plans to have specially 
made condensed food tablets. 

After the first night's journey he pur- 
poses to rest fot a few minutes on the 
re agnay, of the water and have his break- 

He then will fly again, and not 
alight until sundown, when he will have 
his second meal. If everything goes 
well, he will rise once more and keep on 
flying until he reaches the Irish coast.
